SHIPBUILDING IN JAPAN. 
WARSHIFS AND MERCHANT ‘VESSELS. 


Some information on the building of 
war and other ships'in Japan, appears in 
the Japancse papers from official quarters. 
Tho-marked development in shipbuilding, 
ay well. as.in the provision of naval 
arsenals and other. dockyards, is stated 
to be the result of the constant encourage- 
ment given by the Government for the 
construction of warships and other vessels 
at home, in order not only to economize 
expenditure but to ensure, tho indepen- 

dence of arms and ammunition which is 
of paramount importance from the 
gtrategical standpoint, . Tho Imperial 
Navy has therefore decided to construct 
at home, besides the Puséd and three other 
sisterships Of 20,000 to 30,000 tons already: 
built ab Kure and Yokosuka, three battle. 
_ ships of the samo size, namely: the Hiei, 
— fapune- snd Kirishime, tho warships now. 
building abroad being. only the Hongé 
and a few destroyers and submarine bonts. 
So far as the corstruction of merchant 
ships is concerned, however, the condition 
of the dockyards in the country docs not 
enable Japan to adhere entirely. to the 
policy of constructing ships at‘home, the 
_ vessels: building. abroad for the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha alono numbering four, of 
93,700 Ne tons, namely the Tottori 
Maru of 6,800 tons, the Tokushima Maru 
of 6,500 tons, the Penang Maru of 5,500 
tons and the Rangoon 
But the tendency is nevertheless towards 
2 steady development in the home. con- 
struction of vessela on account of the 
Government subsidies as well as other 
eneouragement constantly afforded by the 
authorities concerned, 1@ vessels now 
building . in’, the domestic dockyards 
number eight in all, with a gross tonnage 
of 77,100 tons, as detailed in the following
